15. (U) A. THE SIXTH DEMARCATION STAKE OF THE LAO CEASE- 
FIRE HAS BEEN PLACED IN THE MOUNG CAO-BORIKHAN AREA. AT 
1800L ON 21 NOV 74 JCCIA NEGOTIATORS IN MOUNG CAO 

(UF 6653) AGREED THAT THE MARKER SHOULD BE PLACED AT UF 
668575. THIS POSITION IS APPROXIMATELY HALF WAY BETWEEN 
THE OPENING OFFERS OF BOTH SIDES. THE PL REPORTEDLY AGREED 
THAT THE VTN SIDE WOULD BE PERMITTED TO SUPPORT THEIR ONE 
COMPANY IN THE UF 7462 AREA. PASSAGE TO AND FROM THE 
COMPANY WOULD BE AGREED TO AHEAD OF TIME BY LOCAL PL/VTN

COMMENT: (C) VTN SIDE NEGOTIATORS SEEMED QUITE PLEASED 
WITH THE SETTLEMENT AT MOUNG CAO. ALTHOUGH IT IS POSSIBLE 
THAT COL CHENG AND MR THONGTIEN MAY HAVE BEEN PLAYING 
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MR. HARD AND MR SOFT, FAR SOURCES BELIEVE THAT MR THONG- 
TIEN DID ACTUALLY DISAGREE WITH COL CHENG.
